Harvey Stone is a native of Up- 
lana yet his life stretches 500 
miles south of the border to touch 
a community that is almost as 
Part of home to him as Upland, 


In fact people in H, Caborca, 
Sonora, Mexico, are as fond of 
him as they would be of a bro- 
ther and he speaks their lan- 
guage like a native, 


The story of how this man 
became interested in learning a 
second language and adopting an- 
Other culture goes back to the 
Korean war when he served on 
the SS Haven as a hospital corps- 
man, 


While serving aboard ship, he 
Sailed into many ports, mostly 
in the Orient, and he became in- 
terested in the culture and lan- 
guage of these places. 


ALWAYS THE SAME STORY 

“Always it was the same sto- 
ry. Everywhere we stopped, the 
people spoke our language, but 
never did we speak theirs,’ Stone 
reflects, 

When he returned home, com- 
Pleted his education and entered 
the family business, he did some- 
thing about the culture lag. Offro 
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‘ntizen Of The Month 


Chaffey college he went to en- 
roll in a Spanish course, and 
then it was study, study and stu- 
dy, not Only in class, but athome 
with Spanish records, 

“I not only wanted to learn 
Spanish, but I wanted to speak it 
like a native, so 1 could com- 
municate with everyone who had 
Spanish for their language,” 

DEVELOPED HIS SPANISH 

He listened to Spanish radio 
stations and he studied the cul- 
ture, Often, he would hang on the 
outer edges of the agricultural 
areas where the Braceros 
worked, listening carefully to 
them and at times conversing 
with them, 

Anyone who heard him trans- 
late the speech of Dr. Carlos 
Valencia Ocana, the mayor of H, 
Caborca, at the dedication which 
he did without advance notice or 
knowing its contents, knows he 
learned his Spanish lessons well, 

Stone also belongs to a group 
called ‘‘Cabrellos™ which is a 
group Of men and women with as- 
sorted occupations, who meet on 
Fridays for lunch at the Red Hill 
country Club where they converse 
entirely in Spanish, 

His iove for the Spanish cul- 
ture and language led him along

“The point I'm trying to 
make is that I hope peo- 
ple will start giving to- 
days youth a fair shake, 
I hope people will real- 
ize that the average youth 
is a decent hard work- 
ing and concerned indi- 
vidual, He wants to make 
our world a betrer place 
to live in for all people,” 


He then listed the lim- 
itations of youth in mak- 
ing a better world, “there 
is an argument over the 
shape of the table while 
Americans are being kill- 
ed in Vietnam, Older men 
declare war, but it isthe 
youth who must fight and 
die, And it is the youth 
who must inherit the trib- 
ulations, the sorrow and 
triumps that are the 
aftermath of war,”’ 

CAN'T VOTE 

Another limitation he 
cived is one of using the 
magic number of 21 for 
youth to be responsible, 
“We can not vote until 
then on important items 
like the presidency, In 
our last election 47 mil- 
lion people, all of whom 
are over the age of 21, 
were able to vote, but 
were so _ irresponsible 
that they failed to do so, 
not only did they fail to 
vote, but they failed their 
country and failed them- 
selves, I’m sure if youth 


were given the right to 
vote, he would not fail 
this responsibility, You 


must give us a chance,’’ 
he said, 

He then turned to the 
Subject of germ warfare, 
“We are spending mil- 
lions of dolllars trying to 
find diseases which are 
fatal, this is a waste,’’ 
‘One test tube of germs 
could destroy a city, If

“American kids have 
a lot of freedom--so much 
freedom you can hardly 
believe it, Parents are 
not so strict,’’ said Frank 
Gottschalk, A senior at 
Upland High school, 
Frank is an American 
Field Service (AFS) ex- 
change student from Ger- 
many, living in the home 


of Mr. and Mrs. Don 
Carlson, 1349 Waverly 
cl, Upland, 


‘The generation gap,”’ 
he said, “has existed 
since the beginning of the 
world, but here it js big- 
ger, I believe.’’ He noted 
young people are all 
“basically the same-- 
there are good and bad 
all over the world,” 

In Germany parents are 
more authoritative and 
the father instructs his 
children as to why they 
should or should not do 
a certain thing. ‘‘Parents 
are more repressive to 
girls,’” he commented, 

Frank’s father is an 
engineer in Braunschweig 
(Brunswick), a town of 
250,000 population about 
20 miles from the East 
German _ border, His 
mother does not work out- 
side the home, like most 
German housewives, He 
has two brothers-~-Klaus, 
age 20, who works ina 
bank, and Jorg, age 10, 
who is in the fifth grade- 
and one sister, Christane, 
age 13, who is in high 
school, 

German education di- 
vides students according 
to their abilities and in - 
terest. After basic school 
a student can con - 
tinue through the ninth 
grade and leave school 


Friends, Laugh Together 


Afghanistan-a nation in 
the Far East about the 
size of California and 
Oregon surrounded 
clockwise by Russia, 
China and Kashmir, Pa- 
kistan, and Iran-is the 
homeland of Homayun Ha- 
shemy American Field 
Service (A FS) student liv- 
ing with the Rev, and Mrs, 
John Harrison, 1554 N, 
Shelley, Upland, 

Homayun comes froma 
large family-four sisters 
and three brothers, His 
father is a doctor and 
is President of Public 
Health; his mother is a 
housewife, The family 
lives inthe capital, Kabul, 
a city of two million 
people, 

The country’s popula- 
tion of 15 million is eth- 
nically Persian and re- 
ligiously Moslem, The 
country itself is a con- 
stitutional kingdom, neu- 
tral in politics, and moun- 
tainous in terrain, 

The Afghanistan school 
system, “is much differ- 
ent than United States 
schools,’’ Homayun said, 


THREE LANGUAGES 

The subjects include 
three native languages - 
Arabic, Persian, and 
Pushtu-two foreign lan - 
guages-one of them Eng- 
lish-study of the Koran, 
application of the Koran 
to daily life, chemistry, 
physics, algebra, geome- 
try, history, geography, 
biology, and physical ed- 
ucation, 

Teachers vary with the 
different subjects, but 
Students stay in the same 
room with the same 
Glasemeees, After the 
sixth grade, students take 
a three-day examination 
to help administrators 
decide whether they 
should go to a vocation- 
al or a college prepar- 
atory high school. 

Passing the examina- 
tion to enter the univer- 
sity “‘is like getting a 
scholarship to college’, 
Homayun explained, “‘No- 
body pays. Food, every-

to work in a factory, If 
he goes to an intermedi- 
ate school through the 
tenth grade, he learns 
two languages and can 
become a government 


employee in any position, 
If he chooses to go to

The music Afghanistan 
students like is different 
sounding from that pop- 
ular in Western Europe 
and America, One sel- 
ection, performed by a 
group called ‘“‘Amator”’, 
featured gentle strains 
and slow rhythm of the 
guitar and accordion ac- 
cOmpanying melodic 
whistling and light sing- 
ing with an Arabic or 
Eastern flavor, 

Lamb and rice are 
very common foods in 
Afghanistan, Homayun 
said, Vegetables, par- 
ticularly cabbage, are the 
same as in the United 
States, There are a few 
exceptions-‘“‘I have never 
seen in my life squash 
until | came to the United 
States. In our religion 
we don’t eat pork and

A few families drink wine 
or beer with lunch, but 
most do not drink any- 
thing with the noon meal, 
Dinner is similar to the 
breakfast but includes 
fruits for dessert, Ger- 
mans do not drink coffee 
in the evening, 

When Frank returns to 
his country, he said he 
will remember most “‘the

Swedish Student Finds 
American Girls Forward 


Speaking in an accent 
reminiscent of Ingrid 
Bergman, Kerstin Lewis 
noted “American girls 
are more forward, Swe- 
dish girls never, ever 
gO up and say hi to a 
boy. We look down and 
after he says hi we look 
up, And we never say hi 
more than once a day, 

“] went steady with a 
boy for two years and 
only called him once, It 
was an emergency and he 
was so surprised I called, 
1 don’t know whether this 
is good or bad,’’ 

Dating practices are 
different in Sweden, 
Young people can not get 
a driver’s license until 
they are 18, but European 
towns are close and it is 
easy to walk, ride a bi- 
cycle, or take a bus some- 
where, Teenagers decide 
beforehand when and 
where they will meet, 

Kerstin found the Back- 
wards Dance at Upland 
high school totally con - 
trary to the customs she 
learned in Sweden, “I'm 
glad I'm not a boy, If 
a girl he doesn’t like 
asks him, he can’t say 
no, 

“It’s so embarrassing 
to ask’’, she said, ‘I’ve 
never asked a boy to do 
anything for me,”’ 


MORE RESPONSIBILITY 

She said Swedish teen- 
agers are given more re- 
sponsibility at an earlier 
age, ‘“‘We do not have 
80 much given to us by 
our parents, We have to 
fight for what we want,”’ 

After age 15 students 
earn their own money and 
parents only advise them 
how to spend it, They 
also do not have to check 
with their parents before 
accepting a date, 

“You have your whole 
life handed to you when

One change Kerstinhas 
noticed since she arriv-

In Sweden girls do not 
have dress codes, The be- 
low-zero weather from 
late fall to mid spring 
does not permit skirts 
to be worn, 

“The weather is sim- 
ilar to Minnesota, That's 
why all the Swedes Live 
there,’’ Kerstin said, 

In summer and early 


fall girls wear short 
skirts, but ‘“‘you never 
see any underwear, | 


never saw it until | came 
to the United States, Last 


year midi-skirts were 
really ‘in’ because it 
keeps the legs warm, 


Boys didn’t Like it, though, 
rhey thought it was ugly,” 


EDUCATION 

School in Sweden is 
compulsory until age 16, 
After nine years high 
school, taking 15 subjects 
a student can go on toa 
gymnasium or junior col- 
lege for three years, 
Afterwards he can go to 
the university if he passes 
the examination, 

Kerstin estimated that 
40 per cent go on to the 
ymnasium and the uni~ 
versity, 40 per cent go 
to fack school or busi- 
ness school, 1S per cent 
go to trade school, and 
5 per cent go right to 
work after high school, 

English 1s compulsory 
after the fourth grade, but 
the people speak Swedish 
in everyday conversation, 
Students stay in the same 
classroom; only the 
teachers change, The only 
choice students have is 
whether they want hard 
or easy English or math,

Customs are stricter, 
“Every day when the 
teacher comes in, we 
must stand up and say, 
‘Good morning, Mr, So- 
and-So,’ We can’t sit down 
until he says ‘Good mor- 
ning,’”’ 

For recreation § stu- 
dents go to discotheques 
to dance or they might 
go skiing, ice skating, 
horseback riding, or just 


get together and talk, 
Schools do not sponsor 
activities, For the firat 
time Swedes go to school 
only five days a week 
instead of six, 80 stu- 
dents have more free 
time, Since Sweden has 
only one TV channel, the 
people have not formed 
the TV habit, 


FOOD 

The noon meal is the 
heavy one, Potatoes and 
pork are the most com- 
mon foods, but other 
meats include fish, beef 
lamb, and chicken, Salad 
is served once or twice 
a week, and the 
take vitamin pills during 
the winter, Drinks include 
milk, beer, tea, and cof- 
fee, 

Traditionally Swedes 
have split pea soup and 
pancakes on Thursdays, 

“The average amount 
of calories for a Swede, 
is 3,600 a day, We burn 
up 80 many calories just 
to keep warm,’’ Kerstin 
said, 

“‘When the father calls 
‘Dinner is ready,’ 
shweet -- everyone isa 
there, We don’t talk at 
the table like youdohere, 
And I think we respect 
our older people more 
than you do,’ 

Foods Kerstin had 
never eaten before in- 
cluded Mexican food, cho- 
colate chip cookies, pea- 
nut butter, and fritos, 


SWE DEN’S IMAGE 

Kerstin felt the image 
her country has created 
is not true, The same 
image might hold true 
for some people in the 
United States, she said, 
When she travels in Bur- 
ope she tells people she 
is German, because she 
can speak the language, 

“It is a very personal 
thing whether two people 
marry or not, A marriage 
License does not secure 
love, When couples living 
together have children, 
1 feel sorry for the chil- 
dren, The family would 
have many more rights if 
the parents marry, 

Kerstin said the people 
of the United States ‘are 
very charming’’ but hard 
to make close friends 
with, Swedes hold within 
themselves but make 
deeper friends, Once you 
get a friend in Sweden, 
he is your friend forever 
and ever, 

“I an fond of America 
I don’t lke to think of 

oing back, Since I have 
xeon here, I would never 
join in a demonstration 
against the United States, 

“The AFS program 
helps promote peace in 
the world, 1 hope many

MEALS SIMILAR 

Meals in Japan are 
somewhat Like thoee in the 
United States, Breakfast 
might consist of toast, 
eggs, bacon, ham, and 
tea, Lunch might include 
sandwiches, rice, and 
vegetables, and dinner 
might include meat,veg- 
etables, raw, fried, or 
boiled fish, soup, salad, 
and green tea, Fish in- 
cludes tuna, shrimp, and 
Oysters, which must be 
safeguarded against 
spoiling. “‘It can be dan- 
gerous if it is not fresh,” 
Toshiko said. 

One tradition the Ja- 
panese sull maintain is 
removing their shoes be- 
fore they enter their 
homes, Toshikoexplained 
that the straw mats cov- 
ering the floor are “‘hard 
to clean’ and ‘‘soft -- we 
don’t want to put our dirty 
shoes on them,” 

The recent rains have 
not come as a surprise to 
Toshiko because Japan 
receives heavy rainfall in 
June, Typhoons are a nor- 
mal occurrence in sum- 
mer and autumn, and snow 
comes in winter, Large 
drainage ditches along the 
sides of the roads take 
care of the snow and rain- 
fall, 


Japan does not have a 
teen marriage problem, 
since girls are not al- 
lowed to date until they 
are 18 or 19, Japanese 
teenagers seem more 


willing to abide by the 
rules, so smoking oF 
drinking while under age 
is not a serious problem, 
Sniffing a flammable stain 
remover is comparable to

She felt that student 
rioting in the univer- 
sities existed because 
students ‘‘do not have any 
say in selecting the pre- 
sident and they have no 
freedom in the univer- 
sity.””

‘“*When you come to vi- 
sit Japan, we never tell 
you about the American 
bombing of Hiroshima or 
Nagasaki, 

‘We Japanese don’t 
want to think about war 
any more, I know you 
were shocked (when the 
harbor was bombed) and 
maybe we shouldn’t have 
done that, but it’s gone 
(passed) and we want you 
to forget about it.’’

WASHINGTON D, C,- 
Returns on the flood dam- 
age were still coming in 
last week when | was 
home, and it appears that 
the total loss, including 
damage to both public and 
private property, willex-~ 
ceed $22 million in our 
county, 

That will make the 
January flood the worst 
disaster ever exper- 
fenced 7 San Bernardino 
County in terms of dol- 
lars--nearly twice that 
of the 1938 flood, al- 
though the 1938 dollar was 
worth considerably more 
than ours is now, 

Recurrence of flood 
damage of the type suf- 
fered in the Cucamonga~ 
Upland area we know can 
be prevented by the com- 
oo af the Cucamonga 

reek Flood Control Pro- 

ct, The threat to the 
ockheed plant in Red- 
landa can be alleviated 
by strengthening the flood 
control system already 
in existence there, And 
we know what we have 
to do on the Mojave, with 
Our project under way 
there, and in the Del Ro- 
ga area, where Army 
Corps of Engineers’ re- 
ports indicate what the 
needs are, 

More perplexing and 
difficult to solve are the 

‘problems facing resi- 


dents of Mt, Baldy, 
Lytle Creek and other 
mountain and foothill 
communities, Three 
times now in the last 
four years, heavy rains 
have caused severe pro- 
perty damage to homes 
and roads in those areas, 
and no fancy flood con- 
trol project has been set 
up to help those people, 
Their immediate prob- 
lem is to get some help 
in repairing the damage, 
get the roads open and 
put back into shape the 
limited flood control fa- 
 eilities they dohave which 
were washed out, 


Some relief is already 
on the way, to help with 
the repairs, as a result 
of the funds President 
Nixon released after the 
county was declared a 
disaster area, More will 
be made available when 
Congress acts onthe Cal- 
ifornia Disaster Act of 
1969, a bill that | intro- 
duced along with Con- 
gressman Harold tT. 
(Bizz) Johnson and 27 oth- 
er California congress- 
men, 

This bill will give spe- 
cial emphasis tothe mon- 
umental task of repair- 
ing and rebuilding the 
road, street and high- 
way network and to pro- 
vid emergency loans 
for ividuals., busi- 
nesses, farmers and 
others damaged by the 
floods --and by the De- 
cember freeze, 


The Small Business 
Administration would be 
encouraged by the bill 
to extend direct loans to 
homeowners, business-

Car, Home Damage Caused 
By Flood Is Deductible 


Damage to a car, home 
Or other non-business 
property may qualify asa 
deduction on federal in- 
come tax returns, said 
F, S, Schmidt, District 
Director of Internal Re- 
venue for Southern Cali- 
fornia, 

Tax deductions may us- 
ually be taken when the 
damage to non-business 
property occurs from a 
natural disaster such as 
a fire, flood, storm or 
hurricane, Losses from 
theft may also be de- 
ducted, however, losses 
resulting from such 
causes as rust, erosion, 
termites, moths or di- 
sease are not deductible, 


Schmidt said the dis- 
tinction between a de- 
ductible and non-deduct- 
ible casualty rests on 
whether the event causing 
the disaster was sudden 
or unexpected, Damage 
to a home from fire or 
flood is deductible be- 
cause the event was sud- 
den or unexpected where- 
as damage from termites 
or settling due to erosion 
is not deductible since 
it occurs over a long per- 
iod of time. 


Schmidt said that on 
real property held for 
personal use, the amount 
of the loss is either the 
adjusted basis of the pro- 
perty or the decrease in 
its fair market value 
whichever is lower, On 
personal property, the 
lower of cost or the de- 


crease in fair market val- 
ue is the amount of the 
loss. If the loss is cov- 
ered by insurance, this 
compensation should be 
subtracted from the 
amount which may be de- 
ducted, 

Only the amount of the 
net loss of property used 
for personal purposes in 
excess of $100 per cas- 
ualty or theft is deduct- 
ible. Married taxpayers 
filing joint returns need 
to exclude only $100 for 
each casualty loss. If 
they file separate re- 
turns, each is subject to 
the $100 exclusions, 

Damage to a car may 
also qualify as a casualty 
loss if the accident was 
not due to the taxpayers 
ae, or willful act, 
Mr. Schmidt said that ao 
deduction may be taken 
for amounts paid for dam- 
age to another car with 
which the taxpayer col- 
lided. 

On theft losses, the de- 
duction may be taken in 
the year it is discovered, 
No deduction is permit- 
ted for lost or mislaid 

roperty.

ANSWERS @ 


Q - What can I doto get 
my refund as s00n as pos- 
sible? 

A - The best advice we 
can give is to file a com- 
plete and accurate return 
as early as possible, Al- 
so, use the pre-addressed 
envelope provided in your 
tax package, If you don’t 
have one, send your re- 
turn to the address listed 
in the 1040 instructions, 

The largest single rea- 
son for delays in refunds 
last year was a missing or 
incorrect Social Security 
number, Be sure to enter 
the correct number for 
yourself and for your wife 
if it is a joint return, 

Other reasons for re- 
fund delays are failure to 
attached required W-2 
forms, failure to sign the 
return and omission of 
other forms or schedules 
that may be required, 

Q - How does someone 
over 65 handle medical 
expenses? 

A - Only those medical 
expenses in excess of 3 
per cent of adjusted gross 
income may be deducted 
by taxpayers 65 or over 
when expenses are item- 
ized, One of the deducti- 
ble medical expenses is 
health insurance, 

One-half the premiums 
paid for medical insur- 
ance up to a total of $150 
without regard to the 3% 
limitation may be de- 
ducted, Premiums not de- 
ducted under this provi- 
sion should be added to 
the taxpayer’s other med- 
ical expenses subject to 
the 34 rule, 

Premiums paid for 
supplementary benefits 
under ‘‘Medicare’’ quali- 
fy under the provision 
described above, but not 
that portion of the Social 
Security taxes withheld 
from wages for ‘‘Medi- 
care’’ benefits, 

Q - What can I deduct 
for state sales tax? 

A - Use the sales tax 
tables inthe 1040 instruc- 
tions to determine your 
deduction, There is a 
table for each state which 
has a sales tax, Deduction 
is not limited to sales tax 
tables, Actual sales tax 
payments may be claimed 
if your records can Sup- 
port the total amount, 

In addition, the sales 
tax paid on the purchase 
of an automobile may be 
deducted, This should be 
shown on a separate line 
as a Separate item, 

Q - Does IRS have any- 
thing that would explain 
the taxes a small busi- 
nessman has to pay? 


A - There is a ‘Mr, 
Businessman’s Kit,” 
Publication 454, which 


can be obtained from lo- 
cal IRS offices, The IRS 
also has a publication 
calied ‘“‘Tax Guide for 
Small Business,”’ Pub- 
lication 334, which should 
be extremely helpful to 
you, It may be obtained 
by sending 60 cents to 
your IRS Bescrict Office 





or the Superintendent of 
Documents, U, S, Govern- 


ment Printing Office, 
Washington D,C, 20402, 
Q - I may be able to 


claim my uncle as a de- 
pendent, What items do 
you include when figur- 
ing Out support? 

A - Support includes 
food, shelter, clothing, 
medical and dental care, 
educational and similar 
expenses, If items pro- 
vided as support are 
goods or lodging then the 
fair market value of these 
items should be used, 

Check the 1040 instruc- 


tions for further infor- 
mation on dependency 
tests, 


Q - My home was dam- 
aged by floods last year, 
Is there anything I can de- 
duct for this on my Fed- 
eral income tax? 

A - Yes, you may be 
able to deduct your loss 
as a Casualty loss when 
you file your return, For 
details on how to deter- 
mine what you may de- 
duct, send a post card to 
your district director and 
ask for a free copy of 
Publication 547, ‘*TaxIn- 
formation on Disasters, 
Casualty Losses, and 
Thefts,”’ 

Q - Can you round off 
income and expenses to 
the nearest dollar when 
you file? 

A - Yes, However, this 
does not mean that esti- 
mates are acceptable, 
Items listed on a return 
must be properly sub- 
stantiated, 

Q - Because of illness 
in the family, we had to 
have a full time nurse for 
several weeks last year, 
Is this a deductible med- 
ical expense? 

A - The amount you 
paid for nursing services 
will be deductible as a 
medical expense, How- 
ever, if the nurse also 
performed household du- 
ties, that part of the pay 
is not considered a medi- 
cal expense and should 
not be included, 

Q - How do you figure 


the minimum standard 
deduction? 
A - The deduction 


amounts to $200 plus $100 
for each exemption taken 
on the return including 
those for age and blind- 
ness, For married cou- 
ples filing separately, the 
deduction is $100 plus 
$100 for each exemption, 
The maximum that may 
be claimed by those us- 
ing this deduction is 
$1,000 bur it is limited 
to $500 when a married 
taxpayer files a separate 
return, 

A married couple with 
two children as depen- 
dents would be entitled 
to a $600 deduction when 
this method is used, if 
the income reported on 
the return was under 
$6,000, then this method 
would be more tothe cou- 
ple’s advantage than the 
standard deduction,

Q - Can you deduct 
the fees paid for auto 
license tags? 

A ~ No, these are usu- 
ally not deductible, The 
exception to this would 
be if the license fee is 
based on the value of the 
car, In that case, the fee 
could be deducted as a 
personal property tax, 

Q - Is there any limit 
on what a child can earn 
and still be claimed as a 
dependent by his parents? 

A ~ The general ruleis 
that a person may not be 
claimed as dependent if 
he has gross income of 
$600 or more, The ex- 
ception to this rule is 
when the person is your 
child and he is either 
under 19 or is a full- 
time student, Then you 
may Claim him as a de- 
pendent regardless of the 
amount of his income as 
long as you provide more 
than one-half his total 
support for the year. 

Q ~ What's the rule on 
Sociai Security benefits, 
are they taxable? 

A ~ No, Social Security 

benefits are not taxable 
and do not have to be re- 
ported, They should be 
considered, however, in 
determining total support 
of a person who is a re- 
cipient of such benefits, 
Q - I received my tax 
forms in the mail but 
my son didn’t, Why is 
that?
